air \\rhich occurs above the surface of 
a body of comparatively warm water.

This be- 
comes a whirl, which condenses the 
vapor at its center, causing the portion 
of the cloucl tliere to drop downward 
in the shape of a gigantic jelly bag- At 
the same time the continuing upward 
draft increases the rapidity of it? orig- 
inal swirl and the condensed vapor 
caught within it until the ascending 
and descending masses join to form the 
waterspout. Necessarily by this pro- 
cess the air beneath the spout is rare-

"Third: Special facilities for treat- 


ment of the insane, such as adequate 
equipment and personnel for hydro- 
therapeutic treatment, serurp treat- 
ment, occupational instruction and 
employment. This sort of thing is 
apt to be lacking in county institu- 
tions, or to be used so un:ntelligent- 
ly as to be of little value to the pa- 
tient. 


The Present System. 


The 
following method of caring 


for the insane is now in force in 
Pennsylvania: 


"The State maintains five general 


hospitals for the insane, at Norris- 
town, Allentown, Harrisburg, 
Dan- 


ville and Warren; one asylum for the 
chronic insane at Wernersville; one 
institution for the criminal insane, 
at Fairview. It is also supporting a 
large number of patients at a private 
institution 
in Dixmont, Allegheny 


county, which, because of the fact 
that the Governor appoints several 
members of the Board, is known as 
a semi-State institution. 


"Under 
an act 
passed in 1897, 


known as the 'Count3r Care Act,' the 
State has also licensed and approv- 
ed 21 insane asylums erected and 
managed by various counties and mu- 
nicipalities, among them the one at 
Gettysburg, Adams county. 


"In the State institutions there are 


now about 11,000 patient;. In the 
county institutions are about 8,000 
patients: in certain private sanato- 
ria, approved and inspected by the 
State Board, are about 900 patients. 
and in certain almshouses. not licens- 
ed to care for the insane, are about 
100 patients. Including a few others 
scattered 
through 
institutions for 


other special classes, the total num- 
ber of insane now under care in the 
State is about 20,000. 


"Under the county-care act, it is 


the purpose to care for the acute, the 
violent and the in-provable cases of 
insanity in State institution-;, and for 
the majority- of quiet, chronic or in- 
curable patients in the county insti- 
tutions. But. owirg: to the limited 
capacity of Slat? institutions, this 
distinction is not altogether ob^erv- 
ed. 
f 
"The financial respon.-ibitiry for ilie 


care of insar.e patienr-. !«. borne j >iiil- 
ly by the State ?.nd courtly. 
For 


every patient in a State in-,titutior. 
the county or poor district from 
which such patient is committed pays 
to the State for maintenance Si-7= 
per week. For e«. ciy patient in li- 
censed cour.ty-care institutions, the 
State pays to the county or poor dis- 
trict that maintain; tnc institution 
$2,25 per week. 


"The total cost of caring for the 


insane is about Sj.ooo.cvo a vc-ir. of 
which the State contr-butes annu- 
ally $2.000,000. 


"This great expenditure is wholly 


justified for The reason that the in- 
sane must be cart; I f-~>r. as a matter 
or protection to themselves and to 
the community. Re_cent research has 
also led to the belief that by proper 
treatment. — medical 
psychological 


and occupational, an incre.-iiing pro- 
portion of esses ca". be cured or so 
greatly improved as to permit of 
their return to the comnr.inicy. The 
importance of such treatment and of 
further step? t.-t pro rent insanity ;s 
indicated by .-he fact ;Ii3t the nor- 
mal annual increase in the number 
01 insane in Pennsv-varia is from 
500 to 600." 


The Jails. 


The Committee on the Revision 


and Amendment of the Penal Laws 
reported to the Pennsylvania Bar 
Association last week that the great- 
est difficulty encountered to-day, in 
all our penal institutions is idleness. 
It breeds discontent, saps the energy 
and_ wit! power, and destroys all ini- 
tiative. 
It encourages disease and 


creates new crime. Therefore to em- 
ploy the body and thus employ- the 
mind is the remedy needed. In 42 of 
the 70 county jails in Pennsylvania 
no work whatever is done by anv of 
the inmates. They sit in absolute 
idleness. In 12 of the jails goods for 
sale arc produced, but in only five of 
these twelve is the legal allowance 
of employed prisoners utilized. 
In 


three of these five more than 35 per 
cent, were employed in producing: 
goods lor sale. Twenty-six institu- 
tions use some of their prisoners in 
other ways, but. generally speaking-, 
idleness rules and a great economic 
force is wasted, to the cost of the 
citizens and the loss of manhood on 
the part of the prisoners. The coun- 
ty^ jail must be abolished, tlie com- 
mittee reports. Sixty-seven counties 
can find a more economic method of 
confining _ prisoners after sentence. 
The substitute is suggested in the es- 
tablishment of six sectional farms. 
tlic counties of the State to be group- 
ed, each contributing- its share "of ex- 
pense and each hencfitting by the re- 
turn in yoods manufactured, or ac- 
tual cash received, 


AJiached to the report was an act 


s-.'i the carrying out of its recom- 
mendations, the establishing of the 
farms an^l the details of their opera- 
lion and conj-o]. Six districts, each 
•o" which shall nave r. state farm, are 
os'.iMishc-d. 
Upon the passage of 


the act a commis-Oon o; Jive mem- 
bers is So be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, which shall select six sites 
lor the farms of not more than 600 
acres each. Each farm or institution 
is lo be conducted under the direc- 
tion of five trustee* to be annointed 
by the Governor.
